I have not felt at lib- 
ertv to sign this resolution because 
I cannot bring myself to become a 
party to an action which would place 
ineffaceable stain upon the gallantry 
and honor of the United States.

ting right the infinite wrongs which 
it did to the oeoples whom it attack- 
ed and whom "we profess it our pur- 
pose to assist when we entered the 
war.

We entered the war most reluct-

The first of these routes was estab- 
lished and put into .operation about 
the first of July. 1918. running from 
McConnellsburg. Pa., to Gettysburg. 
Pa., and return, daily, a distance or 
94 miles. 
"For some months the quantity of 


ma:! carried on this line was com- 
i oaratively small but steadily grew un- 


I tii it was soon beyond the abilitv of 
• one truck daily manned by one driver 
, to move the fast growing quantity of 


trolley lines in the county, thus no 
lines of transportation, the producers 
soon began to realize the opportuni- 
ties afforded them by this means of 
transportation (parcel-post) to reach 
the markets with produce that other- 
wise could not be disposed of. 


which put the Rural Motor Truck 
routes into operation. They have 
been a boon to Fulton county. Since 
the early part of last winter running 
out of "our county seat have 'been 
routes covering both the northern 
and southern parts of the county. 


"These rot?te.s gather up large quan- 


tities of mail and brin^ it to the office 
in McConnellsburg. Pa., where it is 
transferred to the route running to 
Gettysburg. Pa. When we say^ large 
quantities of mail we speak of tons 
and not pounds. Many times the edi- 
tor of this pager has seen "as high as 
three large motor trucks loaded to 
capacity, as high as two tons each, 
leave the local postoffice at the same 
time for Gettysburg. Pa., where their 
ioads Vould be transferred to other 
trucks and carried on to the points 
of address.

by reason of this means of transpor- 
tation the egg industry of Fulton 
county is not equalled in value by any 
other one line of production carried 
on by its population. 
"What has happened to this ser- 


vice?
